The Brooklyn “Eagle,” March 15, 1926, contained a sermon on “Sin,” by th 
Rev. Dr. McGinnis, D. D., LL. D., in the Church of St. Thomas Aquinas, Brooklyn 
the previous day. 

It contained this singular declaration: ‘No peace or real happiness can dwel! 
in the heart of any Christian who knows that he is an enemy of God (italics ours), 
that he has banished divine grace from his soul, and that should death take hin 


in his present unrepentant state, he will be doomed to misery and eternal separatio: 
from God, who made him for Himself.” (Italics ours.) 


It is true that the doctor did not define the word “Christian” in this connection, 
but as he was preaching to Catholics, we must presume that he thought he ha: 
some of this class of “Christian” before him. And the absence in the rest of th 
discourse of any mention, even, of anything like the kind of repentance that lead 
to salvation, or of instruction itself to such a “Christian” who might desire to 
become reconciled to God, as to what he should do to escape from such a positioi 
suggest that this type of person is not rare among Catholics—even if its existenc’ 
is not actually due to the theories and practise of the Roman Church with regar.! 
to sin. Although “the means of pardon and reconciliation instituted by Him 
who redeemed us in His precious Blood” are mentioned, no details are given as t 
what these “means” are, or how they can be utilized. Indeed, there is no su; 
gestion of even the possibility that anybody CAN be saved FROM his sin., 
although the Catholic Bible distinctly says that our Lord should be called Jesu:, 
because He would do that very thing for them (Matthew i, 21).

God, condemns as wrong for that person; and to the point of forsaking the 
me. Repentance is a right-about-face movement of the soul: turning clear 
ind from continuing in the path of sin, and beginning to walk in the way of 
‘thteousness. Some reader replies: “I am sure I am not able to do that; even 
[ resolved to do it, I could not keep it up. I have often tried to do so as to 
crtain particular things, but my will power was not strong enough to carry me 
f(r more than a week or so.” That was because you did not ask for and obtain 
the Divine power from God to aid you. 

Repent once more, to the point stated above, and claim, in faith, from Christ 
mself the fulfilment of His promise to all who come to Him direct, that He 
w |] give them “rest” of soul, by saving them from the guilt of all past sin and the 
minion of sin in the present and the future. For the moment forget the Virgin 








f 
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Mary, alleged “saints,” angels, priests, Pope and Church as intermediaries and 
speak to our Lord as if He stood before you in person. Speak to Him believing 
that He hears you and that He both can and will do for you what He is doing 
for hundreds of other sinners every day. Remind Him that He said Himsel! 
that He came to seek and to save people like you, and as you, on your part, are 
fulfilling all the conditions for salvation as far as you know them, you will expec 
Him to make His promise good. When He answers your prayer, you will finc 
out immediately the difference between His real forgiveness and the empty abso 
lution of a priest. You have received this latter many, many times, and fallen down 
again over the very faults or sins you have confessed within a week. Indeed, th: 
priest expects you to go on sinning, and if you fail to turn up at confession withi: 
so many days or weeks, you know better than we do just what he would say to you 
He can only say, “Absolvo te,”’ but Christ cay say, “Go and sin no more”’—quite a 
different proposition ; and Christ is as able to keep as He is to save. And you wil 
he quite sure, when you enter into the realization that your sins are really for 
given and that you are reconciled to God, that the atonement made on Calvary 
was absolutely complete. You will know that it was made once for all—so that 
the “‘unbloody sacrifice” of the Mass will not only cease to have any real meaning 
for you, but you will regard it as an indirect assertion that the death of Christ 
as a sacrifice for the sins of the world, was not sufficient to accomplish that purpose : 
you will know and feel that it has been sufficient in your own case. When you 
walk and talk with our Lord every day and learn His will for you personally by 
prayer and study of the Scriptures, you will not have any occasion for any more 
dealings with the tyrannical priests or the man-made ceremonies of the Roman 
Church, none of which have ever been of any permanent blessing either to your 
own soul or to your life. 

The salvation of the New Testament is salvation from sin itself, and from its 
power. Such “salvation” as is handed out to the Catholic people by the “sacra- 
ments,” according to the Creed of Pope Pius IV, is of little value to anybody in 
this life and lands the best of Catholics—including priests, Popes and cardinals 
in purgatory at the finish. This is hardly to be wondered at, seeing that so far as 
the Church teaching goes, Catholics keep on sinning all their lives.
